From  July  14-Aug.  8,  the  AMS-administered  regional  office  in  New 
York  kept  a log  of  inquiries  that  reveals  some  interesting  dope. 

For  instance,  though  the  office  does  not  serve  the  Food  and 
Nutrition  Service  and  the  Science  and  Education  Administration, 
calls  for  FNS  and  SEA  subject  matter  totaled  more  than  a third 
of  the  calls  relating  to  agencies  other  than  those  the  office 
does  serve  (AMS,  FSQS,  APHIS,  OT  and  FGIS) . Only  19%  of  the 
total  inquiries  received  were  for  AMS,  APHIS,  FGIS  and  FSQS, 
while  24%  of  the  calls  were  about  non-USDA  programs. . .other 
federal  agencies,  state  and  municipal  agencies  and  non-governmental 
agencies .
